Two Lieutenants and Two 
Petty Officers Hurled 
Into Chesapeake Bay. 


LIEUT. V. F. MARINELLI. 
OF THIS CITY, VICTIM 


Pilot, in Plane Close Behind, 
Sees Tragedy; Searches 
Vainly for Bodies. 


Norfolk, Va., April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Four navy airmen, two lieutenants and 
two petty officers, were sent to their 
deaths late today by a bolt of lightning 
that struck their seaplane 1,200 feet in 
the air and sent it hurtling into Chesa- 
peake bay off New Point Comfort, a 
splintered and scatterd wreck. The 
dead are: 

Lieut. Victor F. Marinelli, flight di- 
vision, Hampton Roads naval air sta- 
tion. 

Lieut. (Junior Grade) George Watson 
Lehman, air craft squadron, scouting 
fleet. 

Aviation Chief Machinist Mate L. R. 
Poyner. 

Machinist Mate (Second Class) George 
M. Michaels. 

The wrecked plane was one of two 
en route from Philadelphia to Hampton 
Roads. The other, piloted by Aviation 
Pilot P. J. Byrne, attached to the local 
station, brought news of the tragedy, 
which occurred in a severe electrical 
and rain storm. 

Flash, Then Smoke. 

The plane carrying the four men was 
proceding in front of his craft, Byrne 
said. Suddenly there came a flash of 
lightning, a puff of smoke and the 
plane in front was seen to swerve out of 
control and fall 1,200 feet to the water. 

Byrne and his companions immedi- 
ately descended, but were unable to 
find anything more than splintered 
wreckage. They searched for an hour in 
an effort to locate the body of the plane, 
but without success. Neither did they 
see any of the bodies of those carried 
down in the wreckage. 

Commander Albert C. Read, com- 
manding the air station here, dis- 
patched the ténder Teal to the scene 
to search for the wreck. 

Both Lieut. Marinelli and Lieut. Leh- 
man had Iived in Norfolk for some 
time, but the former’s home is said to 
be either in Salem or Boston, Mass., and 
the latter’s home in Cincinnati. Both 
were married. Besides his widow, Lieut. 
Lehman is survived by a _ year-old 
daughter. 

Pilot Byrne’s Story. 


Pilot Byrne, who was operating the 
machine in which he, Lieut. Joseph J. 
Rooney and two mechanics were fly- 
ing, saw the preceding plane go down 
and described its erratic maneuvers 
after the flash of lightning. Lieut. 
Rooney did not see the flash, as he was 
taking observations of the storm at the 
time, and the two mechanics were in 
the cockpit. 

“I noticed the flash of lightning over 
the other plane, which was flying about 
a mile and a half ahead of us,” said 
Byrne, “and in about two seconds & 
puff of white smoke enveloped the 
plane. It (the bolt) must have hit 
the oil tank, for had it been the gas

FISKE HOLDS U. S. 


Must Rely cn Force, Admiral 
Says in Reply to C. E. 
Hughes’ Address. 


New York, April 29 (By A. P.).—The 
United States is the “weakest in diplo- 
macy of all the great nations” and 
must rely on physical power, declared 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, retired, 
here tonight. 

Charles Evans Hughes’ address be- 
fore the American Society of Interna- 
tional Law in Washington yesterday, in 
which he advocated further disarma- 
ment, filled the admiral with “indig- 
nation to such a degree” that he said 
he could not “think or talk about any- 
thing else.” 

Admiral Fiske’s remarks were made 
at an American Legion annual Dewey 
day dinner. He said that Mr. Hughes’ 
conclusions were based on “the false 
premise that such a thing as interna- 
tional law exists.” International agree- 
ments are not kept any longer than 
business agreements when there is no 
power to enforce them, Admiral ‘Fiske 
said.

Benton, Ill., April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Charles Birger, southern Illinois gang 
leader, was ordered held without bond 
today on a charge of murdering Mayor 
Joe Adams of West City. Bond on a 
murder conspiracy charge was set at 
$25,000. 

Birger submitted peacefully to ar- 
rest at his home at Harrisburg today 
on new indictments returned by the 
Franklin county grand jury yesterday. 
He had been out on $40,000 bond on a 
previous indictment charging him as 
an. accessory to the murder of Adams, 
a friend of the rival Shelton gangsters. 

The new indictments were based on 
evidence that Birger plotted the slay- 
ing of Adams, who was called to the 
door of his home last December 12, and 
shot by two men. 

Other members of Birger’s gang’ were 
indicted but their names were not re- 
vealéd, pending arrests. 

Birger, in his cell, jauese to discuss 
the charge. He denied, however, that 
he had compelled Harvey Dungy, a for- 
mer associate, to testify falsely against 
the three Shelton brothers, Carl, Earl 
and Bernie, who were convicted and 
sentenced to 25 years in Federal prison 
at Leavenworth for a $15,000 mail rob- 
bery at Collinsville, 111. 

Dungy made the charge in an aoffi- 
davit filed yesterday in federal court 
at Springfield, 1ll., in support of a mo- 
tion for a new trial for the Sheltons. 
Birger declared Dungy had made the 
affidavit after the wives of Bernie and 
Earl Shelton had promised him $10, 000 
in event their husbands reczived new 
trials.

Fainted When He Hit Her: 
Woke to Find Murder 
Done, Her Story. 


WEEPS IN DESCRIBING 
BLOWS WITH WEIGHT 


Denying Hand in His Death, 
Woman Insists Lover Had 
Long Urged Her to Kill. 


New York, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Holding high her blond head, Mrs. 
Ruth Brown Snyder, Queens Village 
housewife, took the stand today and 
denied that she killed, or plotted to 
kill, her husband, Albert Snyder, maga- 
zine art editor. 

Her denial, accompanied by tears, 
was categorical. She repudiated her 
confession as a statement obtained un- 
der duress and, after denying specific 
points, denied it in toto. Point by 
point she was taken over the State’s 
case, denying that she schemed to get 
her husband insured for $50,000 and 
then plotted hisdieath. She fixed upon 
Henry Judd Gray, her corset salesman 
lover, the responsibility for the killing. 

Not only did she deny participation 
in the crime, but ske told of a struggle 
with Gray in her husband’s bedroom, 
where she grappled with him, she said, 
in a last desperate effort to save her 
husband’s life. Gray, she said, pushed 
her so hard she fell on the floor in a 
faint and, when she revived, made her 
agree to tell a story of burglary by two 
Italians. She complied, ske said, “in 
mortal fear.’’ 


Mother Also a Witness. 


She was on the stand, ready for 
cross-examination, when court ad- 
journed this afternoon until Monday 
morning. Her testimony followed upon 
that of several witnesses called in her 
behalf, including her mother, Josephine 
Brown. Opening addresses were made 
by counsel for both defendants. 

Counsel for Mrs. Snyder outlined the 
story she told from the stand and coun- 
sel for Gray asserted they would prove 
that Mrs. Snyder, “a serpent woman,” 
not only plotted but actually killed 
Albert Snyder, to get his insurance, and 
that Gray was a tool. Gray’s counsel 
also said they would show that Gray 
was not rational at the time of the 
murder. The divergent opening ad- 
dresses revealed the defense in two dis- 
tinct and antagonistic camps. 

Attracted by the report that Mrs. 
Snyder would take the stand to bare 
her life, people poured into Long Island 
City from Manhattan and added their 
mnumbers to those drawn from Queens 
village and other nearby places. When 
court resumed after lunch, the time 
Mrs. Snyder was expected to testify, 
the crowd jammed around the court-

Nanking-Hankow War On; 
Chiang Wins First Battle 


Moderate and Radical Elements of Cantonese in Actual 
Combat—Chang Strengthens His Lines Against 
Russian Army. 


Shanghai, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Actual warfare between Cantonese 
forces under command of Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek, the moderate nationalist 
leader, and the left wing Cantonese 
troops appeared to be under way today. 

Simultaneous with the report from 
Nanking that Chiang had decided for- 
mally to declare war against the left 
wing faction, whose headquarters is 
at Hankow, and which he terms com- 
munistic, news was received: of the 
rout of an entire army of 5,000 men 
led by Gen. Chen Chien, one of the 
Hankow generals, and of the capture 
by Chiang’s army of large bodies of 
troops at Wuhu and other places. 

Chiang was reported also to have 
succeeded in cutting the Nanking- 
Kiunkiang railway, which virtually 
parrels the Yangtze river, his object 
being to eliminate the possibility of 
escape by Chen’s men. 

Chen was the general who occupied 
Nanking when the Cantonese captured 
4t from the northerners. He has dis- 
‘claimed responsibility for the attacks 


fe foreigners which followed upon the 
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the fire of the American and: British 
warships off shore on March 24. Never- 
theless, Chiang Kai-Shek’s adherents in 
Shanghai insist that the action against 
Chen is part of Chiang’s campaign to 
“punish him” for the Nanking out- 
rage... 
According to advices from Nanking;

was set up by Chiang in opposition to 
that at Hankow. Gen. Yangsung has 
been delegated by Chiang to proceed 
the Hankowites with a Gunire 
expedition of 80,000 men.

Collapse of Levee Sends 
a New Wave Toward 
Stricken Area. 


TRAIN SAVES SCORES; 
HUNDREDS MAROONED 


Flier Spreads Warning; Gould, 
McGehee and Lake Village 
in Zone of Danger. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 29 (By A. P.). 
Tearing through the levee at South 
Bend late today, the swolen Arkansas 
river again made mockery of man’s 
heroic work to stem the racing. tide. 
Set free by a 200-yard gap, rapidly 
widening, the flood waters will virtu- 
ally complete the inundtaion of south- 
east Arkansas. 

Several houses in McGehee, already 
flooded and in the path of the new 
wave from the South Bend break on 
the Arkansas river, have begun crumb- 
ling and Red Cross workers labored 
feverishly tonight to evacuate the 
town, it was announced at head- 
quarters here. 

The refugees there have been ma- 
rooned for several days on upper floors 
of dwellings. More than 800 persons 
were reported in the town. 

The Red Cross has ordered several 
vessels, many outboard motors for small 
boats and additional supplies and 
personnel into the area. 

The steamer Cappa, headquarters was 
informed, has arrived at Lake Village, 
perhaps the worst stricken of southeast 
Arkansas towns, and is standing by to 
take off refugees. Radio communi- 
cation is being set up by the Cappa 
which will keep the relief agency in- 
formed of developments. 


Three Levees Menaced. 


Meanwhile the Mississippi river, on 
its record rampage, threatened at least 
three other levees. 

While an army of men had labored 
for many days to save South Bond 
levee, the break came below the point 
where they had spent-more-than 100 
hours in continual battle. Heartened 
two nights ago when the rampart set- 
tled back of its own accord and filled 
a serious sand boil, the fighters saw 
their work go to naught today. Huge 
cave-ins on the river side of the dykes, 
2,000 feet below the battle center, ap- 
peared without warning. Hastily the 
crew was transferred and appeals made 
for more men and materials. Supplies 
and sand bags arrived, but the raging 
stream pushed them aside. 

The flood waters will pour into terri- 
tory already largely inundated from 
previous breaks further upstream. Grave 
fears were felt by relief workers for 
hundreds of persons reported still 
marooned from the first, flood wave, for 
the South Bend waters will raise the 
depth of the flood in several towns. 
Already in some parts of the lowlands 
water has been reported 10 to 30 feet 
deep. 

The waters from the break will leave 
hardly a dry spot. in southeast Arkansas 
except Monticello and Grady, which 
already have 7,000 refugees. 

Evacuation of many affected towns 
and villages began soon after the break. 
Lieut. Griff McSwine, of the United 
States army air forces, who was on the 
scene, leaped into his plane and spread 
the alarm, dropping warnings from the 
air at Gould, where a refugee train 
had been held in readiness. 

Trains, motorboats, airplanes and 
seaplanes will cover the territory, car- 
rying the populace from the path of 
danger.

Sixteen children were injured, two 
probably fatally, when a _ country 
schoolhouse in the west part of this 
(Scott) county was blown down in a 
severe rain and wind storm this after- 
noon. Most of the injured children 
were broucht here. Barns, telephone 
and electric light poles and trees were 
blown over. 

Evansville, Ind., April 29 (By A. P.). 
A severe wind, hail and rain storm, 
ripping its way through southwestern 
Indiana today, left behind a trail of 
unroofed and wrecked houses, broken 
telephone and telegraph poles and up- 
rooted trees. No deaths were report- 
ed although one man was reported to 
have been injured at New Albany 
when part of his. house was blown 
away. 

School children at Petersburgh, 
whére more than an inch of rain fell 
in 30 minutes, narrowly escaped in- 
jury when the storm uprooted a large 
tree near the school building. The 
children had left the schoolyard a 
short time before. 

Power and lights at Evansville failed 
shortly after noon and were out of 
service for several hours. Windows 
were broken and roofs damaged when 
the storm struck here. Reports from 
Rockport, Princeton and Mount Ver- 
mon indicated that the storm damage 
covered most of the “pocket” district. 
The grain elevator at Vaughan was 
wrecked. At New Albany the home 
of Robert Byrn was blown down and 
pert of it hurled into the Ohio river. 


Thief at Poor Box, 
Surprised, Falls Dead 


New York, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Turning from the poor box in the 
Church of Our Lady of Angels, Brook- 
lyn, which he had just robbed of $15, 
an unidentified man today saw a 
woman coming down the aisle and fell 
dead. Physicians said death was due 
to heart disease, aggravated by fright.

CROWD DISAPPOINTED; 
EXPECTED A TORRENT 


Gentle Cataracts Are Result, 
but Water Is Expected 
to Widen Breach. 


New Orleans, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Gentle cataracts coursed tonight down 
three breaches made in the Mississippi 
levee 15 miles south of New Orleans 
today after dramatic preparations by 
State authorities to relieve the Crescent 
City from the flood menace, 

Successive explosions of dynamite, 
buried deep in the huge walls of earth 
thrown up to hold the surging river to 
its course, caused only three small 
trenches through which the waters of 
the mighty stream seemed at first re- 
luctant to. run. 

Pick and shovel augmented the work 
of high explosives, and the water 
gradually gained in volume, but its 
movement was so unsatisfactory that 
several. additional charges were em- 
ployed before nightfall to accelerate 
the flow. 


Further Dynamiting Likely. 


Further dynamiting may be resorted 
to tomorrow, although Several of the 
engineers were of the opinion the force 
of the current would gradually open 
the artificial channels until a sufficient 
volume was drawn in to sweep out the 
levee for a distance of a thousand feet 
or more. 

This view also was shared by the 
weather bureau here, a special flood 
warning late today forecasting a break 
of probably 1,000 feet, or sufficient, in 
the opinion of the experts, to appre- 
ciably lower the level of the water both 
here and farther up the river. 

Save for the dashing about of police 
and military motorcycles, and the fast 
circling of planes overhead, there was 
little of the spectacular about the 
creation of the first artificial crevasse 
in the Mississippi dykes in all the 
history of floods from that river. 

The first charge of dynamite was set 
off at 2:17% o’clock in the afternoon, 
more than two hours behind the an- 
nounced schedule. There was a loud 
roar, heard for 2 or 3 miles away, and 
a geyser of dirt and smoke. 

Second and Third Explosions. 


As this settled it was seen that the 
first effort had created a ditch some 
10 feet deep and probably 6 feet wide 
through which the water began to move 
slowly. The second explosive was de- 
layed ten minutes by a jamming of the 
firing “gun.” 

The third detonation followed a few 
minutes later, and the engineers and 
several hundred other officials, national 
guardsmen and newspaper  corresg- 
pondents and photographers rushed 
forward, expecting to see a mighty leap 
of the waters toward the lowlands 
some 16 feet beneath the crest of the 
river. 

A fairly good stream got under way 
in the first trench, but those in the 
second and third were extremely slug- 
gish and a force of workmen with pick 
and shovels went to work. Their ef- 
forts improved the situation slightly, 
but the engineers decided to explode 
more dynamite to deepen the breaches. 

Coursing through the narrow 
trenches, the water tumbled over the 
edges of the precipice where the blast- 
ing of the earth had stopped and 
flowed down into the Point a Lea 
Hatche road which slowly was inun- 
dated along a stretch of one hundred 
yards. 


Move on Deserted Town. 


Crossing the highway, the watere 
moved gently into a meadow and then 
encroached gradually upon the deserted 
little canning town of Caernavan which 
sprawls Out over the line dividing the 
St. Bernard and Plaquemines parishes, 
which was selected as the point for the 
break. 

Tonight the water was flowing slowly 
inland, covering a part of the Louisiana 
Southern railway tracks and reaching 
out for several ancient plantations. 
With the force behind it gathering 
volume as the earth slowly crumbled 
before the rush, it was expected that a 
wide area would be under from 1 to 2 
feet of water tomorrow.

EIGHT APPREHENDED 
IN DOWNTOWN HOTEL 


Three Held in Apple Blossom | 


Town and Martinsburg, W. 
Va., Has Two Arrests. 


Police headquarters yesterday threw 
out almost its entire force of detectives 


to stop an invasion of pickpockets, 
opulent and happy over the success of a 
visit to the Winchester apple blossom 
festival, and early last night two wom- 
en and seven men had been arrested, 
and the hunt still was going on. 

Warning of the invasion came from 
the chief of police of Winchester. The 
pickpockets had headed for Washington 
when they left his town, he informed 
Washington police, and added plain- 
tively that while in Winchester “they 
took everything but the buildings.” 

Shortly after receiving the warning 
of a possible invasion of pickpockets 
from. Winchester, Headquarters Detec- 
tives Edward Kelly, George Darnall, 
Thomas Sweeney and Joseph Waldron 
“planted” themselves at Union station, 
Their policy of “watchful waiting” re- 
sulted in the arrest early yesterday 
morning of Harry Harless, 40 years old, 
of Birmingham, Ala., as Harless stepped 
off a train. 


All Trains Are Watched. 


Harless admitted to police as having 
passed through Winchester. The detec- 
tives resumed their watch on all trains 
coming into the Union station, but up 
to a late hour this morning no addi- 
tional visitors were sighted. 

Figuring, however, that birds of a 
feather flock together, the. detectives 
began a check-up on all local hotels. 
Several familiar names were seen on 
the registry of a downtown hotel. 

The others taken into custody were 
found in various rooms in the hotel. 
Detective Sergeant Kelly rapped on the 
door of one of the rooms. 

“Who's there?” 

“The assistant manager of the hotel.” 

The door was opened and the detective 
walked in. The same procedure was 
adopted in gaining entrance to each 
of the rooms. 


Patrol Makes Two Trips. 


After rounding up the group the 
detective called for the First precinct 
patrol, and the six men and two women 
were taken to police headquarters. Two 
trips of the patrol was necessary to 
take the prisoners to headquarters. 

At headquarters the prisoners were 
photographed and their fingerprints 
taken. All admitted as having passed 
through Winchester on their way to 
Washington, Detective Kelly declared. 
They declared, however, they came to 
Washington merely on a pleasure trip. 

A check-up on the prisoners revealed 
that all had criminal records in the 
National Criminal registry and that 
several had been confined for consider- 
abel periods in various jails and peni- 
tentiaries. 

But that the Winchester police were 
not entirely helpless before the small 
army of pickpockets who atténded the 
Virginia city’s -antwysl=Splirge, was 
indicated by receipt..of-word of the 
arrest of three persons there charged 
with picking pockets. Police of Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va.; reported they had 
arrested two others following a plea 
from the Winchester police chief to 
watch for the erstwhile but unwelcome 
guests of the hospitable town. 


Narcotic Charge Made. 


Five of those arrested here were 
charged with violation of the Harrison 
antinarcotic law, police saying they 
found a small quantity of morphine in 
their possession. These were Thomas 
Greenberg, 32 years old, and his wife, 
Mrs. Florence Greenberg, 33 years old, 
of Charlotte, N. C.; Frances McCormick, 
26 years old, of New York city; Charles 
Baer, 32 years old, of Newark, N. J., and 
Harless. 

The other four men who were held 
pending the outcome of communica- 
tion with the Winchester police gave 
their names as John J. Preller, 36 
years old, of New York city; William 
B. Cassidy, 69 years old, of New. York 
city; Walter V. Dowdy, 43 years old, of 
Richmond, Va.; Joseph B. Green, 25 
years old, of Newark, N. J. 

Police declared that if no more seri- 
ous charge against them could be sub- 
stained they planned to charge them 
with vagrancy and ask the police court 
judges to sentence them to 60 days in 
jail as the law provides. 

While the arrest of this group was 
being made other headquarters detec- 
tives were going through other hotels 
throughout the city. Others watched 
incoming trains in Union station and 
motor buses running into Washington 
from Virginia. Headquarters Detectives 
Robert Sanders and Charles Warfield 
were among those assigned to the work.

Civilian Teachers at Retire- 
ment Age. 


Increase of the student body of th2 
United States Naval Academy at An- 
napolis from about 1,600 to 2,400 was 
recommended in the annual report of 
the academy board of visitors made 
public at the Navy Department yes- 
terday, the board believing the addi- 
tion valuable in time of emergency and 
would increase operating expense but 
slightly. 

The board recommended that the 
status of each graduate be that of a 


temporary ensign until after two years’ 
probationary course at sea when perm- 
anent commissions could be issued, 
this procedure being similar to that in 
effect some years ago when students 
were graduates as “passed midshipmen” 
and served a 2-year probationary 
course before final examinations for 
ensigns. 

Urging that the regiment of 2,400 
midshipmen as provided by law be 
made possible by sufficient appropria- 
tion, board members explained that 
increased attendance would enable 
more careful selection of final gradu- 
ates, and those for whom vacancies in 
line and staff did not exist, could be 
returned to civil life as valuable addi- 
tions to the reserve. ; ’ 


Pay Is Termed Low. 


Commenting on the fact that about 
25 per cent of the instructors are 


erally not so highly paid as those per- 
forming similar services in colleges, 
or receiving no retirement allowance, 
as is the case with most colleges. 

A plan whereby such instructors may 
be retained on part pay when reaching 
age of retirement was recommended, 
Such pay to be related generally to 
character and duration of services 
rendered. 

Recommendation of former boards 
that officer instructors be detailed to 
the academy for longer periods than 
two years was adhered to, the board 
believing that an improvement would 
result if the term of assignment could 
be lengthened from two to three years 
for instructors and to four years for 
administrative officers, where practi- 
cable. This change already is contem- 
plated by the bureau of navigation. 

A new auditorium, capable of seat- 
ing the entire student body: a new 
boathouse, replacing the present un- 
safe and insanitary structure, and 
rebuilding of the seawall also were 
recommended.

Machado for Change 
In Reciprocity Pact 


New York, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
President Gerardo Machado, of Cuba, 
emphasized the need for a change in 
the articles of the reciprocity conven- 
tion in regard to trade, concluded be- 
tween his country and the United 
States 24 years ago, in a speech today 
at a luncheon in his honor at the 
chamber of commerce. 

“In order to produce goods, Cuba 
needs to sell,” said the Cuban execu- 
tive, “and although we export we do not 
so under favorable conditions. The 
United States buys our article at a price 
below our cost of production. I shall 
not try to analyze the factors entering

|Educator Urges Assogiation 


'” to Help Create View 
Throughout U, S. 


» Revision of treaties should not turn 
solely on technical legal points, Charles 
Evans Hughes, former Secretary of 
State, told the American Society of In- 
ternational Law last night at the Wil- 
lard hotel. Nations always should treat 
sympathetically with :equests for treaty 
revisions and not stand on some tech- 
nical point of international law. 

The former State Secrctary’s remarks 
were im ptu during a lull in the 
discussion of the termination of un- 
equal treaties. Other speakers had de- 
bated the question of whether a nation, 
having made a treaty, had a legal right 
to a revision or to abrogate the cove- 
nant, 

Regardless of the point of interna- 
tional law that might be involved, Mr. 

Hughes said, nations should always 
| consider requests for revisions or modi- 
| fication in the light of conditions at 
the time. The destiny of people is in- 
volved, he pointed out. 

Frank E. Hinckley, California lawyer; 
Albert H. Putney, director of the school 
of political sciences, American univer- 
sity, and Raymond L Buell, of Har- 
vard university, were other speakers. 

Tolerance should be invoked in deal- 
ing with governmental confiscation of 
property without compensation, before 
a nation is arraigned for its actions, El- 
don R. James, of Harvard university, 
yesterday told the society at its day 
session. 


Society Urged to Act. 


Philip C. Jessup, of Columbia universi- 
ty, James called on members of the so- 
ciety to cause the American public to 
think straightly concerning confisca- 
tion as practiced by the nations of the 
world. 

“Tt think your society should do all 
that is possible to let the public know 
there are no open and shut rules con- 
cerning it, and that a great deal of 
tolerance should be irvoked before ar- 


said. 

America should not attempt to lay 
down regulations for all of the na- 
tions of the world to follow, Edwin 
M. Borchard, professor of law at Yale 
university, declared at the morning ses- 
sion, over which he presided. Local 
differences must be allowed for, he 
said, asserting that laws on many sub- 
jects differ widely within the United 
States alone.

BLASTING OF LEVEE FLOODS

Gov. Simpson, Maj. Gen. Jadwin, 
chief of army engineers, and other offi- 
cials who went’ downstream on coast 
guard cutters to see the making of 
the break, must have been even more 
disappointed, for their view of the 
scene was almost entirely cut off by 
| a dense screen of willows. 

Actual preparations for the blasting 
of the dykes began soon after dawn 
with the arrival at the parish lines of 
an armored car from New . Orleans 
carrying approximately 1,500 pounds 
of dynamite. This was carefully guard- 
ed while a force of men began the 
task of digging deep holes in which 
the ag were placed. 

hile the workmen toiled under a 
nroiting sun, detachments of the Louis- 
lana national guard scoured the coun- 
tryside to give a final warning to resi- 
dents to leave for New Orleans. They 
reported that some who as late as last 
night had decined to leave their homes 
_were willing to get out at the eleventh 
‘hour. Army trucks were rushed to 
their homes, and until after the noon 
hour they were traveling the road to 
New Orleans loaded with every manner 
of household goods. 

Many Remain in Dwellings. 

In the far reaches of the parishes, 
where the flood waters will be several 
days in arriving, scores refused. to de- 
sert their dwellings. These included a 
number of trappers who are accustomed 
to floods and whorbelieve #hey are fami- 
liar enough with the idiosyncrasies of 
tre river out of its banks to escape 


*| harm in the overflow. 


Several thousands of the residents al- 
ready had sought safety in. New Orleans 
but hundreds of them returned down- 
stream today in the hope of seeing She 
break which ultimatelyj will carry t 
waters over their homes and their pros- 
perous truck farms and plantations, 

They appeared to be in good spirits, 
but some resentment cropped out when 
the State soldiers finally stopped them 
at the Shell Beach cut-off road, ap- 
proximately a mile from the scene of the 
blasting. They trudged up to the top 
of the dykes there and lolled about on 
the grass-covered slopes patiently wait- 
ing for the blast. 

An hour before that time the coast 
guard cutters and other craft bearing 
the official parties and newspaper cor- 
respondents arrived off the place desig- 
nated for the crevasse and steamed 
back and forth as huge freight ships 
came up from the sea for cargoes or 
passed out deeply loaded. 


Fleet of Planes Appears. 


Half an hour later a fleet of planes, 
some designated for duty in connec- 
tion with the blasting and others 
carrying newspapermen who wanted to 
view the blasting from the air, winged 
their way from New Orleans and cir- 
cled over.the river. 

The airmen remained until the noon 
hour and then returned to their bases 
to learn that the blasting had been 
postponed for at least two hours. 

After a seemingly endless wait official 
word went around that the break would 
occur at approximately 2:14 p. m. Half 
an hour before that time naval planes 
were ordered down from the naval base 
here tand they circled about to see 
that the immediate territory around the 
break site was clear. 

Finally at 2:16 one of the planes gave 
the agreed upon signak three sheets of 
white paper dropped at intervals, and 
the State ngineer’s tug shrilled its 
whistle as a signal for the blasting. 

The first shot was fired a minute and 
a half later and then the other two. 
Although it was stated that 750 pounds 
of dynamite had ben exploded in all, 
the force failed to even rock a standing 
trellised beacon light tower standing 
midway between two of the rows of 
explosive charges. 

There was a surging forward of the 
natives and others held at the Shell 
beach coutoff road, and the State militia 


ceed to the place of the breaks. There 
was a rush along the top of the levee, 
even the old men joining with the 
young in a dog trot over the winding 
mile of dikes. 

Guard lines around the breaches also 
had been relaxed and all who desired 
were. permitted to approach within -a 
few feet of the northward break. Most 
of those who had made the trek agreed 
that the sight before them scarcely 
justified the trouble of their Journey. . 


River Is Like Boiling Mud 
When Viewed From Plane 


New Orleans, April.29 (By A. P.).— 
St. Bernard and Flaquemine parishes 
presented the aspects of a. deserted

The flow through the first cut seeped 

slowly, like a small brook, gradually 
flooding the road. And the flow from 
two cuts was not of sufficient power to 
break through the levee, but workmen 
armed with shovels and picks has- 
tened to the smali breaches and dug 
and shoveled away the tough clay 
broadening the holes cut by the dyna- 
mite. 
It was apparent that the flow from 
the cuts would fot attain any great 
proportions until probably tomorrow, 
when the water has eaten away the. 
walls of the levee and broadened the 
crevasse. 

To the north of today’s levee break 
lies the little village of St. Bernard and 
farther inland is the three-story brick 
courthouse, the highest building in the 
region. This lies directly in the path 
of the water. 

The Mississippi as seen from the air 
appears like a Fuge deposit of boiling 
mud, and as its water flowed through 
the crevasse they painted the white 
roads running alongside the broken 
levee a light tan, 

Scores of automobiles and pedestri- 
ans lined both sides of the river in the 
vicinity of the break to watch the ex- 
plosion. No one seemed to be fright- 
ened. by the slowly-spreading water.

Fight Has Been Dramatic. 


A train was held/in readiness at 
Gould since the situation at South 
Bend first became acute. Most of the 
population piled aboard when Mc- 
Swine’s plane arrived with his warning 
and the engineer chugged out of the 
station—the train picking up strag- 
glers between Gould and Grady, which 
will be the refugee haven. 

The fight to save South Bend, most 
important of all .the levees on’ the 
south end of the Arkansas river has 
been dramatic. 

Twice rumors have been published 
in newspapers that it had gone out. 
Wednesday night, the river broke 
through, then the levee settled, washed 
up sand and filled the hole itself. 

Once, just as the weary workers, un- 
der direction of Col. Joe Harris, had 
given the dyke up—with water flow- 
ing over the top—the government 
steamer Choctaw arrived from Memphis 
with sacks and the engineers and tired 
negroes, many of them convicts from 
Cummins, went back to work and stop- 
ped the overflow. 

The break today had its element of 
surprise. 

This morning the dike suddenly be- 
gan caving 2,000 feet below where the 
100-hour battle to save it had been 
waged. The caving extended over a 
stretch of 80 feet. Immediately Col. 
Harris appealed to Pine Bluff for sacks 
for sand bags and transferred his crew 
to the new danger zone. 

No drownings from the break have | 
been reported.

Refugees Number 200,000. 


Engineers said dangerous condi- 
tions prevailed at Vidalia, La., oppo- 
site Natchez, Miss., and at St. Joseph, 
La., 40 miles south of Vicksburg, both 
levees forming part of the main sys- 
tem. 

The Red Cross today announced the 
population of 58 refugee camps at 
140,000. It was added, Mowever, that 
the figures were incomplete. The 
number in isolated camps or still 
marooned brought the estimated total

With armies of men battling des- 
perately to strengthen crumbling bul- 
warks, the American Red Cross and 
allied agencies continued the heroic 
battle although severely taxed already 
by the tasks of rescuing and provid- 
ing for the thousands on thousands of 
homeless.

Hundreds Packed In Lofts of|p 


Barns, Says Mayor of 
Arkansas Town. 


PLIGHT IS DESPERATE; 


BOATS ARE NEEDED |ff 


Only One Comnitmnity Out of 
Flood in County; People — 
Use Tainted Water. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 29 (By A. P.). 
The plight of 700 to 1,000 persons who 
are still marooned in the flooded low- 
lands of Chicot county, Arkansas, was 
described as desperate today in a report 


to the Associated Press by Mayor J. C. 


Gillison, of Lake Village. 

“They are clinging to small rafts and 
floating trees in water 20 to 30 feet 
deep or packed like sardines fn barn 
lofts and other places that have not 
been reached by the be ccirng water,” the 
mayor said. 

“This number does not include 500 
negroes I know to be huddled in barn 
lofts and other places on one planta- 
tion.” © 

Thirty motor boats works’ all day 
yesterday rescuing the inhabitants of 
the lowlands and today the labor was 
resumed. The refugees are brought first 
to Lake Village, which is itself under 
several feet of water, and later trans- 
ferred to Eudora. 

“We get reports of drownings every 
little while.” the mayor said, “but can’t 
verify them. I believe there have been 
miraculously few, however.” 

“The situation is as bad as it could 
be, except that we are being blessed 
with good weather” the mayor con- 
tinued. ““‘There’s not a dry spot in the 
whole of Chicot county, except Eudora, 
which is on a high hill. Not a bridge 
in the’ county is left. Our town is vir- 
tually ruined—streets are being torn 
up and sewerage systems destroyed. 

“It will take two or three years for 
the town to return to normal, and I 
don’t know where the money is com- 
ing from to start over. Everybody is 


broke. Merchants have lost all of their 
stocks. 

“Not a house in town is out of water, 
although there are a few along the 
lake shore into which the water has 
not actually entered. 

“Our water plant is flooded, and we 
are drinking lake water which is not 
much better than the flood water. A 
horrible thing about conditions in the 
bottoms is that marooned people are 
having to drink the flood water, in 
which horses and other animals are 
floating. 

“There is no live stock left in the 
whole country.” 


More Boats Needed. 


Mayor Gillison said the greatest need 
at present is for outboard motors for 
boats so that persons still marodned in 
the bottom may be saved. The naval

arbitrarily.

Faces Packed Court. 


The courtroom was packed when Mrs. 
Snyder was called to the stand shortly 
after 2 o’clock. She wore the costume 
usual with her since the trial began— 
black hat, black coat and black dress. 
Henry Judd Gray sat, chin in hand, 
almost indifferently, as she told her 
story, rousing himself once when she 
told of seeing him astride her husband 
as he lay in bed, bludgeoning him with 
a sashweight, and at other points, 
slightly shaking his head as if in dis- 
agreement with her story. 

Mrs. Snyder’s testimony was given, 
for the most part, in unusually good 
English, spoken in a modulated but, at 
times, metallic voice. She ctied twice. 

Her first fears came when she spoke 
of her husband’s being angry because 
their daughter Lorraine, now 9 years 
old, was not a boy. She wept a second 
time when she _ described Gray’s 
bludgeoning of her husband. A police 
matron, who has remained at her side 
throughout the trial, gave her water 
to drink and patted her on the shoulder 


Mrs. Snyder’s version of her married 
life was much different from that out- 
lined by the State. 

She met her husband through her! 
work and was married to him a few 
months after the first meeting. For a 
short time they were happy, but he was 
still in love, she said, with a. former 
fiancee, Jessie Geshart, who had died. 


Child Broughtt No Peace. 


She was unhappy, and there were 
quarrels. To bring happiness to their 
home, she desired a child, and Lorraine 
was born. Her husband, she testified, 
was disappointed because it was not a 


remained a faithful wife, doing all her 
own housework, until she met Gray. 

After the friendship with Gray had 
transgressed her matrimonial vows, 
which she admitted in a clear voice, 
Gray began to talk to her about insur- 
ance, telling her he was insured for 
$30,000. He expressed sufprise when 
she told him that her husband, of 
whom they spoke as “the governor,” 
had only a policy of $1,000. 

She then “began to talk insurance 
to her husband,” not knowing what, 
she avowed, Gray had in mind. The 
policies, she said, were obtained without 
trickery... Albert Snyder knew all about 
them. But she kept the policies, pay- 
ing the premiums out of a joint bank 
account. 

Then Gray, she said, began to bor- 
row money from her. He borrowed $90 
to pay an installment on his car. He 
borrowed $200 to pay a debt he owed 
“Alice of Buffalo,” another “sweet- 
heart.” He borrowed other sums, but 
repaid none. In the early part of 1927 
the plot, she said, began to take def- 
inite shape. She was going out of her 
home one day. Her husband was asleep. 
She tripped over a gas cock near the 
floor. When she returned, she found 
her husband staggering about the 
house. He said he had been almost 
asphyxiated. 

She wrote of this to Gray. His re- 
ply, she quoted loudly, was: “Too —— 
bad the hose wasn’t long enough to go 
into the governor's nose.” 


Mrs. Snyder Is Sworn. 


Mrs. Snyder took the stand calmly 
and was sworn. Justice Scudder re- 
minded her that she did not have to 
testify unless she wished. 

Edgar F. Hazleton, her counsel, re- 
plied that she wanted to testify and 
then he began questioning her. 

She answered questions in a cool, 
slow voice that could be heard through- 
out the room. Henry Judd Gray, her 
codefendant, kept his gaze on the floor 
as she spoke. 

The first questions dealt with her 
life before she married. She told of 
meeting her husband and of the places 
she lived with him in a voice of or- 
dinary conversational tone. 

“When did you have your first trou- 
ble with your husband?”

As a result of the policy which Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Secretary of State 
Kellogg have now pursued in China, 


there Is genuine hope of peace instead 
of strife in the Far East, according to 
Dr. Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, Chinese Minister 
to the United States, who paid a ring- 
ing tribute to American independent 
action and leadership in a speech be- 
fore the Central High School Alumni 
association here last evening. 

Dr. Sze, himself a graduate of this 
school in 1897, chose last night as a 
fitting occasion to express the gratitude 
and appreciation of all factions ‘in 
China for what he termed the en- 
lightened and. far-sighted policy of 
peace and justice which has emanated 

‘from America at a time when interna- 
tional concord and morality were 
hanging in the balance. The Minister 
expressed the belief and hope that the 
policy of Great Britain will now mold 
itself in conformity with the far-sight- 
ed American view and he interpreted 
latest news from the British foreign of- 
fice to imply that such will be the case, 


Represents Two Governments. 


Representing as he does in this in- 
stance the nationalist government of 
China as well as the northern govern- 
ment, Dr. Sze is in a position to pledge 
his countfy’s gratitude to the United 
States for the effect which latest dec- 
larations by American officials have 
had on the most critical situation. 
There may yet be incidents which 
alarm the Chinese, such as reports of 
British and American warships acting 
together in certain areas, but the whole 
situation has taken a decided turn 650 
far as America’s present and future 
relationship with China is concerned, it 
is said. 

“It is with great satisfaction,” the 
Minister said, “that I find that the 
leaders of political thought in America, 
as well as the mass of their followers, 
have a true appreciation of what is 
occurring in China and are determined 
that the United States shall not be led 
by casual or fortuitous events to place 
any obstacle in the way of the reali- 
zation by China: of political unity and 
the attainment of that status of full 
equality with the other nations of the 
world to which she is justy entitled. 

“This appreciation and this friendly 
and enlightened policy I find ex- 
pressed in the recent address of Presi- 
dent ‘Coolidge before the United Press; 
in the declarations of the Secretary of 
State; in the published statement last 
Monday of Mr. Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor; in the 
@ddresses of Senator Borah, the chair- 
man.of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions of the United States Senate, and 
in the resolution introduced by the 
committee on foreign affairs of the 
House of Representatives, of which Mr. 
Stephen G. Porter is chairman—a res- 
olution which was approved by the 
House by a vote of 259 to 43.

American association at luncheon to- 
day. He said he was keenly interested 
in the present situation in the Orient 
and hopes to visit various Yangtze ports 
and the Philippines before starting for 
home.

Forgeries Seen by Moscow. 


Moscow, April 29 (By A. P.).—The 
secretariat of the executive communist 
international today denounced the 
documents, which are alleged by the 
northern Chinese authorities to have 
been seized in the Peking raid early 
this month, as grogs forgeries intended 


to excite public opinion against soviet 
Russia. 


Early this month police.and soldiers 
attached to the army of Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war lord, 
raided several buildings attached to 
the soviet embassy in Peking and 
seized a quantity of documents. 

Since the raid the northern authori- 
ties at various times have made public 
what purported: to be translations of 
Original texts of the documents re- 
ceived. These papers, the northern au- 
thorities charged, showed that soviet 
Russia had been actively engaged in 
assisting the Cantonese against the 
northerners in the present civil war; 
had furnished money and arms and 
kad been spreading propaganda. 

Yesterday foreign correspondents in 
Peking were shown a mass of docu- 
ments, declared to be those seized in 
the Peking raid, containing instruc- 
tions for the hiring of “spies” to keep 
track of various foreign legations, in- 
cluding that of the United States, and 


calling for the “bolshevization of 
China.”

WOMAN POISONS 2;

Death of Husband Also Sought 
at Parkersburg, W. Va., 
It Is Asserted. 


Akron, Ohio, April 29 (By A. P.).—

rest here today after police announced 
that she had admitted a plot to poison 
her husband and her mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Laura Flowers.

FLYING IN SEAPLANE

tank that exploded the smoke would 
have been black, 

“The ship immediately nosed down 
slightly, then.came up on a straight 
course. I thought this was a signal 
that the machine was going to turn 
back instead of running on into the 
storm, which we had not reached. Then 
I saw the machine was out of controk 
for it turned on a gradual righthand 
turn, then went into a side slip and 
then it just ran wild. 


Nose-Dived Into Bay. 


It leveled off again, nosed down and 
made a half spin. At about 600 feet 
above the water it made a straight 
nose dive into the bay, the wings and 
superstructure folded back and the 
craft hit the water with such force 
that it looked like a big bomb ex- 
ploding.” 

Byrne said he immediately landed on 
the spot where he had seen the plane 
disappear, but all that was visible was 
a suitcase, piece of the hull and splint- 
ers of wood and fabric. The water was 
about 18 feet deep and the engines— 
the plane was equipped with two—and 
the body were out of sight. After an 
hour taxiing about the surface of the 
water, no bodies were in sight and the 
search was abandoned. Byrne said the 
crash occurred at 3:15 o'clock. 


Believed Killed Outright. 


The scene of the crash is about the 
same spot at about which Lieut. Frank 
H. Conant, Schneider cup race flier, was 
killed last fall. 

While those in the plane that brought 
the news of the tragedy were said to be 
practically certain the plane was struck 
by lightning and its four occupants 
killed outright, judging by its behavior 
after they saw the puff of smoke, the 
fact may not be definitely established 
until the wrecked craft is raised and 
brought here. 

So far as is known. here this is the 
first case of its kind on record of an air- 
plane being struck by lightning, al 
though such a fate is said to have be- 


fallen gas inflated dirigibles on several 


occasions. ‘

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THE MISSISSIPPI PROBLEM. 


( President Coolidge has carefully considered 
ithe suggestion that Congress be called to deal 
Hyith the Mississippi flood situation and has 
reached an adverse decision. In this he has 
taken into consideration the best interests of 
the country. 
» The only good that Congress could accom- 
plish at this time would be by making an 
emergency appropriation to care for flood suf- 
ferers. But the Red Cross is taking care of 
the emergency, and if the public will contrib- 
ute promptly and liberally, as it has begun to 
fo, there will be sufficient funds with which to 
meet the situation. The Red Cross can deal 
march more efficiently than any government 
agency with the flood emergency. There is no 
occasion for hysteria in dealing with the sub- 
Yect. Within a few days the flood will have 
passed its crest, and probably it will be found 
that the bulk of the population affected has 
taken care of itself to a large extent. The re- 
habilitation work is not a government job, but 
13 peculiarly the duty of the Red Cross. 
’ An extra session of Congress at this time 
would do more harm than good. All sorts of 
lans for Mississippi flood control would be 
Offered, and in the excitement the country 
fhight be committed to a futile project involv- 
; g an expenditure of hundreds of millions of 
Gollars. Congress would not be confined to 
éonsideration of the Mississippi flood, but 
vould originate a flood of its own, consisting 
6f politics and unnecessary legislation. The 
high cost of a superfluous and interminable ses- 
Sion of Congress would be added to the flood 
fosses. 
. The control of the Mississippi river is an 
Gndertaking that can not be consummated by 
- hasty session of Congress. The projects for 
keeping that river in check are almost as 
humerous as the engineers and legislators who 
have considered the subject. Before the river 
gan be controlled Congress must control itself 
=—and it is a harder task to restrain the flood 
ef words than the flood of waters. 
: The most practical plan yet suggested is that 
broposed twenty years ago by John Hays 
Hiammond. He suggested that the President 
should call the country’s best civilian engineers 
tnto conference with the army engineers, for 
the purpose of developing a plan for the stor- 
4ge of waters in the tributaries of the Missis- 
aippi, in order to reduce the quantity that 
would réach that artery. By utilizing stored 
Waters for power and irrigation a large part of 
the cost of flood control would be met. Mr. 
ammond pointed out that the problem in- 
folved the entire Mississippi valley watershed 
and must be dealt with as a national question. 
‘ Congress at this time has not sufficient in- 
formation upon which to act in adopting a plan 
for control of the Mississippi river and neither 
fn Congress nor in the country is opinion suffi- 
siently concentrated upon any one plan to make 
B session of Congress worth while. Only one 
fhing at present stands out clearly, and that is 
that Congress has lamentably failed to do its 
Buty in working out an effective scheme for 
making the vast Mississippi valley safe. The 
piecemeal projects for levees here and there, 
begun and abandoned and taken up again, have 
gquandered nearly as many millions as would 
pe required to construct an effective system of 
fontrol. When it is borne’in mind that the 
present disaster is the result of failure on the 
dart of Congress to do its duty, it must be 
cknowledged that an extra session at this 
Jime, before any plan has been worked out on 
national scale by competent engineers, would 
merely throwing good money into the flood.

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LAW INSTEAD OF WAR. 


The American Society of International Law 
tould greatly advance the cause of world peace 
if it would support the Tinkham resolution re- 
questing the President to call another confer- 
érice at The Hague, or to accept an invitation 
to such a conference, to consider the formula- 
tion and adoption by the nations of a body of 
international law. 


The nations will not substitute law for war 
until they have agreed upon the law. Talk of 
abolition of war by limitation of armaments 
and by political leagues controlled by a hand- 
ful of select powers is a waste of time. All 
nations are equal sovereigns, and have a right 
to fight to assert their equal rights. The at- 
tempt to set up two grades of sovereigns, one 
possessing more rights than the other, is the 
fatal defect of. the league of nations. The so- 
called world court created by the league has 
no accepted world law to apply to international 
disputes, and lacks jurisdiction over such dis- 
putes’ except when quarreling nations agree 
to submit their quarrel fo it. With no law 
and no jurisdiction the spurious “world 
court” cuts a sorry figure indeed. 


The usual argument brought against a plea 
for the formulation and adoption by the na- 
tions of a body of international law is that 
“it would take too long.”” The world has been 
cursed by wars since man appeared, but world 
peace, it seems, must be achieved immediately. 
Enthusiastic idealists even go so far as to 
say, “‘There’s the world court; it can make the 
law.” 

There was a league of American States be- 
fore the Constitution was adopted. Does any 
one imagine that the States would have ac- 
cepted the jurisdiction of the United States 
Supreme Court if there had been no law to 
bind all the parties concerned, including the 
court itself? The Supreme Court has “made 
law,” but always within the circumference and 
upon the basis of the Constitution. 

Nations will not accept law that they do not 
share in. formulating and adopting. It is nota 
good argument to say that the work of formu- 
lating and securing adoption by the nations of 
international law will take a long time. Recog- 
nition of the fact that the substitution of law 
for war, will be a long and laborious process 
will do much good, by eliminating popgun 
methods of dealing with the hereditary curse 
of mankind. If‘ peace is worth while, the 
expenditure of time in achieving it is worth 
while. If law is to be substituted for war the 
nations must agree upon what is law, for there 
is no higher authority than a nation. 

Instead of fooling with fallacies and make- 
shifts like “disarmament” and “leagues” the 
lawyers of the United States should concentrate 
in support of the great task of bringing the 
nations together for the formulation and adop- 
tion of international law. When the nations 
agree upon a code of law they can create a 
court to apply it. 


DEADLY FIGURES. 


Women's fads and fashions are making vast 
changes in industry. The Department of 
Commerce has discovered that the number of 
establishments engaged in the manufacture 
of women’s clothing has decreased in two 
years from 7,046 to 6,127. During 1923 these 
establishments turned out goods to a total 
value of $1,400,000,000. Two years later the 
value had shrunk to $1,290,000,000. 

The local baggage transfer company has been 
granted an increase in rate because fewer 
trunks now are used. Women no longer wear 
as many clothes as they used to wear, conse- 
quently the use of trunks has decreased. What 
is femininity coming to? Will fewer clothes be 
produced in 1927 than in 1925? Judging from 
appearances, undoubtedly so. 

Mr. Hoover’s department has noticed also a 
2,000,000-pound increase in the production of 
hydrogen peroxide during the last two years. 
Peroxide has many uses, one of the most out- 
standing being for hair bleaching. The rumor 
that gentlemen prefer blondes seems to have 
reacted favorably upon the peroxide industry. 

The picture is complete. Fewer clothes and 
bleached-out hair characterize today’s fashion- 
able miss or madam. Mr. Hoover never makes 
a mistake in his figures, ® 


TRADE WITH PAN-AMERICA. 


Since the address of the Argentine Am- 
bassador, delivered in New York on April 2, it 
has been predicted that the Pan-American 
conference which opens in this city next week 
may precipitate some discussion from the 
Central and South American countries as to the 
economic effect of the American tariff on trade 
between the United States and the countries 
of Central and South America. Judging from 
the statements of the Ambassador, Latin- 
American countries are not pleased with the 
American tariff. 

This subject promises to occupy the attention 
of the delegates from the Pan-American States, 
since it has been catalogued as an ‘‘economic 
barrier’”’ 
American countries. 

Official figures show that commodity trade 
between the United States and every country 
of Central and South America, and with the 
West Indies, has increased rapidly ever since 
1914 and that the balance of trade has invari- 
ably been in favor of the countries of Central 
and South America—that is, the United States 
has bought more from them than it has sold 
to them. vad 

American traiie with Central América, 
Mexico and the West Indies increased from 
about $409,800,000 in 1914 to about $1,011,- 
000,000 in 1925. Imports exceeded exports by 
more than $600, 000 000, and 43 per cent of 
the imports were duty free. Trade with Mexito 
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‘in 1914 to about $308,900,000 in 1925, and 97 
per cent of 


isa “trade barrier” these figures of increase 
in imports of commodities from Latin-American 
countries are significant. As a mattpr of fact, 
98 per cent of our imports from the countries 
of the Caribbean come in free of duty; 78 per 
cent from the east coast of South America free 
of duty, and from the west cdast = per cent 
free of duty. 

Trade with Cuba increased from $185, 000, - 
000 in 1914 to $360,000,000 in 1925, and the 
‘balance of trade in favor of Cuba exceeds 
$175,000,000. by ae 

It hardly seems reasonable that the countries 
of Latin America should ‘complain of their 
tariff treatment at the hands of the United 
States. The great bulk of their productg pays 
no duty at all in entering the United States. 


THE STUDENT SURVEY. 


To see “reviewers reviewed and. critics 
criticized’”’ has been from time immemorial the 
ardent aspiration of many a budding litterateur 
smarting from the application of'the lash of 
invective to the cherished creations of his 
brain. Byron oneé, in a petulant mood, grati- 
fied such a wish and pilloried sundry of his con- 
temporaries in his “English Bards and Scotch 
Reviewers.”” In that astounding effusion he 
made many sharp and some few acute observa- 
tions, but his judgments were mostly hap- 
hazard or prejudiced, and ere long he was 
heartily ashamed of the poem and did his best 
to recall it, but in vain. It had this merit, 
however, that it showed him that he possessed 
some talent for satire, which he was afterward 
to use so effectively. e 

Something akin to Byron’s enterprise in at- 
tacking the mighty in their seats is to be found 
in the,investigation of academic activities, con- 
ducted by students, which has been recently 
authorized by certain universities. The result 
of one of these student surveys, as they are 
called, is just out and, like Byron’s poem, it 
makes spicy reading. A hundred -classes in 
the curriculum of Columbia university, New 
York, have been subjected to scrutiny by as 
many student committees and the courses, as 
well as the most potent, grave and reverend 
signiors who carry them on, have been char- 
acterized in the frankest manner and in vigor- 
ous and emphatic language. 

\ Thus one report declares it to be an “‘out- 
rage” to require undergraduates to attend a 
specified course in hygiene and sanitation. In 
other reports some of the teachers of various 
subjects are described as “dull,” “cheaply 
cynica],”’ or ‘‘displaying a lack of interest to 
an appalling degree.” One of the classes in 
Romance languages is set down as being 
“obviously the state of purgatory between the 
hell of elementary and the paradise of ad- 
vanced French.’’ Some of the professors are 
praised for their personality and one of them 
has, naturally enough, found favor in student 
eyes for the huge fund of anecdote with which 
he enlivens his lectures. 

The whole procedure is likely to give a rude 
jolt to the self-complacency of many of the 
professors concerned and make them realize ih 
a painfully personal way the full force of 
Burns’ couplet: 


O, wad some power the giftie gie us 
To see oursel’s as ithers see us. 


The student survey is apparently a novel idea 
and, like the res novae of antiquity, it is some- 
what revolutionary. It is rumored that there 
is a move on foot to have it tried in some of 
the institutions of higher learning in the Dis- 
trict. Should the project materialize it will, 
no doubt, contribute to the gayety of nations, 
for the students may be relied on to give full 
rein to their satirical powers. One may reason- 
ably look for odd quips in criticism and such 
an outpouring of long suppréssed feelings and 
bottled-up emotions as will produce, if not 
wigs on the green, at least a shine in the tents 
of Shem. f 


SAFETY RULES. 


A large national commercial institution 
which has earned for itself a reputation for 
public spirit has recently published in pam- 
phlet form a list of life-saving rules for pedes- 
trians and motorists. These “safety coqm- 
mandments” come at a time when automobile 
fatalities have become a matter of universal 
concern. To pedestrians:the following six ad- 
monitions are offered: 

Look where you are going. 

Cross only at crossings or street corners. 

Wait for the traffic policeman’s signa!. 

Be careful in outlying districts. 

Remember the motorist can not see you at 
night until it is often too late to stop his car. 

Do not dash around a street car. 

To the motorist is tendered this advice: 

Signal before turning a corner or slowing 
down. 

Do not i to beat a street car or train 
across a track. 

Avoid passing to the left or crossing the 
track at the rear of a street car, or passing a 
standing car that is loading or unloading 
passengers. 

Go slowly when EES a “blind’’ or 
sharp corner, and come to a full stop before 
crossing a railroad track, 

Slow down when you see children on roller- 
skates or bicycles or playing ball, 

Keep your mind on driving, we hands on 
the steering wheel and your eyes on the road. 

Be twice as careful on rainy days. 

Test your brakes often. 

An inspection of the record of automobile 
accidents will show that few, if any, were not 
caused by violation of one or more of these 
rules. If the rules were lived up to by the 
general public it goes without saying that a 
considerable decrease in the number of lives 
taken annually by the automobile would be 
the result. This safety code, or one similar, 
should be inscribed upon the wall of every 
schoolroom in the United States. It should

The Situation in China. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
Nanking incident was a horrible one 
but.if foreign die-hards’) who want war 
between the powers and the Chinese 
nationalists succeed in employing this 
incident as a lever to pry foreign gov- 
ernments into armed retaliation some- 
thing much more horrible will have 
happened. What took place at Nanking 
is in no way fairly representative of the 
Chinese people or Chinese nationalism. 
Most Chinese are sick at heart over 
what occurred. 

The Nanking atrocities were ap- 
parently the manifestations of a calcu- 
lated effort on the part of an extremist 
minority to cause a break between 
foreigners and the Chinese nationalist 
movement. A comparatively small group 
of extreme radicals are seeking to 
transform a nationalist revolution into 
a bolshevik revolution. They have 
fcund that the surest way of under- 
mining the more conservative leaders 
like Chang Kai-shih and Eugene Chen 
is to attempt to bring about military 
intervention by the foreigner, for it 
will so enfuriate China that only fire- 
eaters will prove acceptable as leaders. 
Every provocative move that is made 
by the foreigner adds to the possibility 
that the Chinese nationalist revolution, 
with its splendid promise for _ the 
future, may topple into a _ bolshevik 
revolution which will throw China into 
irremediable chaos for scores of years. 
The foreigh die-hard belief that the 
growth of the extremist movement can 
be checked by the employment of for- 
eign force could not exist if its 
adherents. understood the Chinese peo- 
ple as they are today. No matter how 
overwhelming may be the victory of, 
foreign forces over the Chinese, if war 


‘comes, there will be no real result out- 


side of the destruction,of life and 
property, the discrediting of the 
Chinese leaders who alone can save the 
situation and the creation of new tides 
of hate. 

Without failing to, genuinely 
sympathize with and assist foreign in- 
dividuals in China who suffer for the 
sins of others, the American public 
must utterly repudiate the present 
campaign to create a break between 
the United States and the Chinese nay 
tionalist movement. The Chinese revo- 
lutionists, intentionally as well as un- 
intentionally, will make some bad 
mistakes. As is usual when war 
psychology has men in its grip, disgust- 
ing and fearsome things occur. China 
has been long asleep, but now wakens 
to tackle a number of tremendous 
adjustments, adjustments which other 
nations have been able to encounter 
oné at a time. China will challenge 
our forebearance hugely. That is in- 
evitable.

|the speedy completion of the National 


cathedral, an evidence of the abiding 


|faith and religious fervor of the Capi- 
jtal’s citizens, was voiced yesterday by 


Woodley road northwest. More than t 


400 members attended. . 
‘Visualizing the cathedral as a great 


religious bulwark embodying the power 


of religion, former Senator George 
Wharton Pepper, of Pennsylvania, told 


the audience that the completed edi- | 


fice will stand as a monument to the 
innate belief in God possessed by man- 


kind. It will be, he asserted, tangible 
proof of the strength of religion, just 
as giant railroad terminals, huge trust 
buildings and enormous banking houses 
are witnesses of the growth and pres- 
tige of the institutions they represent. 
He urged support of the project by 
every Washington citizen, as one of 
tremendous value to the entire 
munity. Mr. Pepper is a trustee of 
the cathedral and chairman of the 
National Cathedral foundation. 

The potential usefulness of the ca- 
thedral to the nation was further de- 
veloped by the Rt. Rev. Philip Mercer 
Rhinelander, former bishop of Penn- 
sylvania and now canon of Washing- 
ton cathedral and acting warden of the 
College of Preachers, who followed Mr. 
Pepper. 
Bishop Rhinelander told of the work 
being done by the College of Preach- 
ers, stressing cularly the impor- 
tance to the institution of the cathe- 
dral library in furnishing the students 
with theological volumes and books of 
reference. Bishop James E. Freeman, 
the succeeding speaker, outlined plans 
for welcoming the general convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church at 
the cathedral in October, 1928, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the edifice will 
be sufficiently near completion at that 
time to afford accommodation to the 
convention for the holding of its large 
religious ceremonials. 

Reports read by Edwin N. Lewis, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the association, 
showed a membership of more than 
5,000 persons, and an income from gifts 
and other revenue last year of approxi- 
mately $30,000. Praise was accorded 
the Cathedral Age, quarterly magazine 
published by the organization, which 
has been eminently successful, accord- 
ing to statements read.

REPEATED. AT PARLEY 


Executive Group of the North 
Central Conference Meets 
at Chicago. 

Chicago, April 29 (By A. P.).—A non- 
compromising sentiment for effective 
farm legislation was reported here to- 
day by the executive committee of the 
north central States agricultural con- 
ference.

TARIFF, TRUSTS, GRAFT 
ISSUES, SAYS WALSH 


Montana Senator Sees Mc- 
Adoo Strong; Doubts G.0.P.. 
Will Rename Coolidge. 


New York, April 29 (By A. P.).—Tariff 
reform, regulation and control of trusts 
and cure of corruption in politics ap- 
pear to Senator Thomas J. Walsh 
(Democrat), of Montana, to be the 
three main issues of the 1928 political 
campaign. Mr. Walsh, who sails tomor- 
row on a two months’ trip to Europe, 
told newspapermen today that he does 
not believe Republican leaders wish to 
encounter the third term and other 
handicaps which, he said, would be in- 
volved in the renomination of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Regarded by many as a Democratic 
compromise candidate, Senator Walsh 
expressed the opinion that William G.

Both Republicans and Denocrats may 
escape embarrassment over the prohi- 
bition issue, he said, by making the 
national fight on other lines. 

Walsh echoed the predic- 
tion of Senator Carter Glass, of Vir- 
ginia, that Gov. Smith might win the 
Democratic nomination by avoiding 
}the antagonism of the prohibitionists,

Pittsburgh, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
There will be nothing spectacular about 
the termination of the present bitumi- 
nous mine suspension, in the opinion 
of John L. Lewis, international presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, who 
thinks the end will come next fall, 
with the operators signing up with the 
union in order to meet the winter de- 
mand for coal. 

The settlement “will be so gradual 
the public will probably be unaware it 
is going on,” Lewis said before leaving 
Pittsburgh for Indianapolis last night. 
“But in the end the bituminous indus- 
try will have gone to work again, and 
the miners’ union will have gained its 
victory. 

“Even if there were no suspension 
there would be little work now,” he 
said. “The majority of the operators feel 
they can afford to wait until the sum- 
mer slump is over before coming to 
terms.”

1,252,126 FARM RADIO 
SETS SHOW BIG GAIN 


126 Per Cent Increase, With 
lowa Leading, Report by 
U.S Shows. - © 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A total of: 1,252,126 farms in the 
United States were equipped with radio 
sets April 1, an increase, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture announced yester- 
day, of 126 per cent over the 553,008 
estimate of July, 1925, 

There were more farm radio sets in 
Iowa than any other State, the 99,990 
representing an increase of 160 per cent. 
Indiana was second, with 81,144, a gain 
of 377 per cent. Other leaders were 
Missouri, with 77,510; Nebraska, 69,- 
784; Illinois, 65,8382; Ohio, 63,448, and 
Kansas, 62,055. Utah, with 6,061 as 
compared with 899 estimated in 1925, 
showed the largest percentage increase 
in farm sets. 

Replies to a questionnaire addressed 
to 10,000 farmers, many of whom have 
reported definite savings as a result of 
the farm radio service, showed that a 
majority prefer radio talks to music and 
that old-fashioned tunes and classical 
pieces are desired when music is broad- 
cast. Political talks and more current 
news programs are wanted in addition 
to the weather and market reports.

We will remember that our rolled 
shoulder of lamb is to be cooked just 

a leg of lamb is cooked—that it is 
the fore quarter of the animal and just 
as delicious in flavor and exceedingly 
tender. That it is less expensive be- 
cause there is less demand for it, and 
that we may unroll it if we wish, after 
our butcher has prepared it for us, and 
place in the ceriter a small amount of 
well-seasoned stuffing and roll it up 
again. We can not have the recipe for 
dinner rolls here today if we are to have 
the rest of the recipes that were given 
awards in the contest—and those we 
certainly are to have. But a recipe 
will be found for them in the cook book 
of selected recipes under the heading 
of Luncheon Rolls. 

We had last year a recipe for mint 
jelly that was an excellent thing to 
serve with spring lamb. Let me give 
it again today. 


Mint Jelly. 


Cut in eighths one peck of apples and 
put in a kettle with two quarts of cold 
water. Cover and bring to the boiling 
point and let simmer until apples are 
soft. Drain thoroughly through dou- 
ble thickness of cheesecloth and bring 
the juice to a boil again and let boil 
for 20 minutes. Add three-fourths 
measure of heated sugar and boil five 
minutes. Have ready a large bunch of 
fresh mint and wash and bruise it by 
pinching it with the fingers. Pass the 
bunch of mint through the boiling 
syrup until the desired mint flavor is 
attained. Add two tablespoons of 
lemon juice and color green with vege- 
table coloring matter, being very care- 
ful not to use too much as more can 
be added but none taken away. Skim 
and turn into glasses. 


Orange Delight. 


Pare and cut in thin slices six or- 
anges, pour over them a cupful of 
sugar. Scald' a pint of milk and add 
while at the boiling point the yolks of 
three eggs and a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch dissolved in a little cold milk. 
Stir continually, and as soon as thick- 
ened pour over the fruit. Beat the

whites of the eggs to a froth and add 
two tablespoons of sugar. Pour over 
the custard and place in the oven until 
slightly browned. 


Honorable Mention, Salmon Omelet. 
(Mrs. Grace M. Newlen.) 


One can salmon minced “ine, 3 eggs 
well beaten, 4% teaspoon of sa‘, a dash 
of pepper. 

Fry some pieces of salt pork in fry- 
ing pan, remove, pork when done and 
pour mixture in. Let it fry on top of 
stove for 10 minutes... Then set in hot 
oven for 20 minutes or until brown. 
This makes a delicious omelet and 
enough for. five persons. 

Honorable Mention, “Fish Dish.” 


(Mrs. Nannie Rose Peak.) 


Take baking size rock or sea trout, 
cleanse thoroughly, sprinkle inside with 
salt. Then fill with crushed ice, roll it 
over and over in a dry towel, put in 
ice box or ~ »1 place for an hour fr 
two. When ready to bake, remove the 
ice, dry well, while cold or chilled. For 
the dressing use a layer of bread 
crumbs then a layer of hard-boiled egg 
sliced; per, salt paprika, thin 
sprinkling of firely chopped parsley; re- 
peat this until the fish is well filled— 
pour over enough melted butter to 
soften, close the fish tightly, tie if 
necessary; brown in a moderate oven, 
baste with melted butter. When_ well 
done, garnish with parsley and thin 
lemon strips. Serve -n hot plate with 
French fried potato sticks, radish 
rosettes in crlep lettuce leaf, curled 
celery. 


Honorable Mention—Fish a la 
Goldenrod, 


(Mrs. W. L. Rynerson.) 


Make oné pint of well-seasoned white 
sauce according to your favorite recipe. 

To this add one cup of flaked fish, 
the chopped whites of two hard-cook- 
ed eggs and two _ tablespoonfuls of 
minced green pepper. When well heated 
pour over crisp toast points. and sprin- 
kle thickly with the crumbled egg yolks. 

This is fine for children’s lunch and 
is very economical, as just any kind 
of fish may be used, even salted cod 
fish. This is good, too, served in flaky 
pattie shells or in a casserole with but- 
tered crumbs on top.

N spite of the rain that the week 
l has offered there is a downward 
tendency in the market price list as 
the week draws to a conclusion. The 
fish stalls, meat stalls,. vegetable stalls, 
all have the added attractiveness that 
comes with the spring of the year. 
Of the fish, and the shopper hap- 
pened to pass that way first, there was 
an interesting display of fresh, cooked 
shrimp selling at 70c the pound. A 
pound of this delicacy, as we know, 
will serve four people generously with 
salad when mixed with celery, and 
with less generous but more usual 
portions the .same pound will serve 
six. Shrimp is, I must add, high at 
70c, but we will not find it lower than 
55c and 60c at any time. Chowder 
clams are to be had—and they were 
most appetizing in appearance. Clam 
chowder may still be served with ap- 


that delicacy are selling at 35c the 
dozen—large ones. Halibut, as we 
have said several times, is delicious 


but of the fresh variety and selling at 
40c the pound this week. Cherrystone 
clams—probably one of the best known 
and most delicious of the clam family, 
are selling a: 30c the dozen. 

Walking along to the vegetable 
stands we discover that lima beans are 
still high enough to be prohibitive at 
$1 a quart. They will, when the local 
crop matures, be available at as low 
as 40c the quart. If needed in small 
quantities only, as for a salad, they 
may be indulged in now as they are 
well filled out, firm and very good, in 
spite of their price. 

Mushrooms begin to put in an ap- 
pearance, with uniform buttons and 
clear white skins which tells us that 
soon they will be at their height. They 
have been coming to market in this 
condition for a period of not more than 
possibly two weeks, and retail at 60 
cents a pound. 

Strawberries, at the moment the 
shopper priced them, were 30 cents a 
quart, which indicates that the canning 
season is not far off for they will go 
to their low point in a short time. 

Apples are few and far between, the 

greenings selling at’ 3 pounds for 25 
saps at. 5 cents each and the Delicious 
brand selling at 10 cents each or three 
for 25 cents. At best these Delicious 
apples go no lower than about four for 
25 cents, They are considered one of 
the best eating apples to be had. 

String , from North Carolina, 
are 25 cents a pound, which is, of 
course, high.

QUESTIONS ON REDUCING. 


EAR Viola Paris: I am 5 feet 4 
D inches tall, 30 years old, and 
weigh 142 pounds. How much 
overweight am I? What causes the 
flesh on the body to become flabby? 
How can I reduce the hips and the 
calves of the legs? C. E. W. 
Answer—Your correct weight de- 
pends a good deal upon your general 
build. I should say, however, that you 
are about 20 pounds overweight. Flab- 
by flesh is the result of lack of exer- 
cise in most cases. If you will adopt a 
daily regime of exercises and a sensi- 
ble diet, you can easily reduce your 
general weight and then your hips and 
the calves of your legs will assume 
normal proportions. It may be, how- 
ever, that you will need to give them 
special exercises. You ought.to cut 
down on fats, sweets and starches, sub- 
stituting more green vegetables and 
fresh fruits. Bread and butter, pastry, 
gravies, potatoes, &c., should be given 
up altogether. Try the bicycle exer- 
cise for reducing the legs. All sorts of 
floor exercises taken when lying on the 
back are helpful in reducing the hips. 


Dear Viola Paris: For reducing, are 
tablets that contain a dose of thyroid 
gland effective? Are they harmful? 

FAY. 


Answer—Thyroid extract should never 
be administered except on the pre- 
scription of a physician. I consider it’ 
foolish in the extreme to take internal 


remedies for reducing. The only safe 


way is to depend upon natural meth- 
ods, stressing exercise and diet. 

Dear Viola Paris: I am 19 years old, 
5 feet 4 inches tall and weigh 139 
pounds; I have big bones and a large 
build. What should I weigh? I, have 
a very dark complexion and should 
like to know what shades I can wear. 

FRENCHY. 

Answer—lIt. is probably quite natural 
for you to be somewhat above the aver- 
age because you have a large frame. 
Although you are somewhat overweight, 
I think at your age it is not wise to 
try any very strenuous reducing meth- 
ods. Depend simply upon taking plenty 
of exercise, as much as possible in the 
open air, and follow a sensible diet. 
Fried foods and rich sweets do more 
harm than good.in any case, and you 
«an well afford to forego them. In- 
stead of white bread, eat coarse whole 
wheat or bran bread; make sure that 
you have plenty of fresh vegetables 
and fruits each day, and drink water 
between meals rather than with your 
meals. 

You ought to be able to wear almost 
all colors, with the possible exception 
of white, pale-gray and some shades of 
green. Beige with an apricot tone is 
very fashionable this spring and should 
be particularly becoming to you. All 
shades of blue are good and would 
probably suit you better than black. 
Bright colors, also, should be easy for 
you to wear.

| HOW TO I 


WHAT ONE COMMPANY DID FOR 
HAY FEVER. 


HE employes of the Michigan Bell 
Telephone Co. suffered too heavily 
from hay fever. While nobody 

was dying from it and, in fact, nobody 
was being made seriously sick, many 
were leading very uncomfortable lives 
for several weeKs each summer, and 
the company was losing some of the 
money paid for salaries. On top of the 
loss of services due to sickness absen- 
teéism there was the loss due to having 
well men’s jobs done by sick men. 

The .bosses talked it over with Dr. 
Guy L. Kiefer, then the medi@al direc- 
tor and now State health officer. Dr. 
Kiefer asked the employes who were 
down on the books as hay feverites to 
come to his office. They talked the 
matter over. It was agreed that the 
company should give preventive treat- 
ment of kay fever free, and the 31 
employes agreed to take it all as an 
experiment. 


Knowing the flowering time of the 
renge life of that part of Michigan and 
he date of the coming of the fever in 
the case of the $1 employes, it was 
decided that with them common rag- 
weed was the cause of the trouble. A 
date was set for beginning the treat-

ment that would give time to get 
everybody in shape before the ragweed 
bloomed. 

One employe got so much kick from 
the pollen vaccine that ke stopped. 
Another had to stop for other reasons 
and missed the last three injections. 
Of the 31 only the man who had 
stopped treatment at the beginning 
and one other showéd no improvement. 
Their hay fever attack came on sched- 
ule time and kept up the regular 
gait until frost came. The one who 
continued thé treatments reported that 
his hay fever was not quite as bad as 
usual. These two were set down as 
failures, 


Six persons entirely escaped attacks. 
Eleven were greatly improved. Eight 
had hay fever for one or two weeks, 
after which they had no further 
trouble. Four started off in the regu- 
lar way, but after a few weeks they 
were practically well. 

Comparing this year with previous 
years, it was found that 870 days were 
saved from hay fever absenteeism. This 
is equivalent to the time of one man 
for about two and a half years. The 
men at work performed more effi- 
ciently. The employes were saved sick- 
ness and discomfort.

TALK AS WE TALK IT. 


HAVE a letter from some one call- 
I ing hérself “Old English.” “I am 

middle-agéd,” she says, “and some- 
what shocked at the place slang is 
given in the modern vocabulary. Do 
you feel, as I do, that slang is used 
only for lack of a better word in its 
place?”’ : 

Nobody could please me more than 
to ask me a question like this, because 
I am just aching to say what I do 
think. Real slang, the kind that comes 
into being suddenly and leaps into 
usage at a bound, sometimes fills a 
gap in the language that no better 
word could fill because there is no 
bétter word to fill it. ‘“Flapper’’ pic- 
tures the rather ungainly young girl 
(to anybody, that is, who knows how a 
real flapper flaps) in a most accur- 
ate way. This is just one example. 
And certain modes of expression—dqulite 
indefensible from a grammatical stand- 
point—are too useful to be lightly cast 
aside. I know an extremely well-bred 
old lady who invariably ‘says, “that 
doesn’t cut any ice with me,” when 
she means—well, what does she mean 
in English? That it doesn't impress, 
or deceive, or carry any weight with 
her? You see, this ancient instance 
has rather taken the place of anything 
in the language proper. I’m sure there 
are far better instances of today if I 
could think of them. 


But my correspondent is entirely 
right in thinking that most young 
Americans enunciate very badly and 
use very second-rate English—which is 
different from slang. I happen to dis- 
like “fine,” “swell,” “great,” and such 
words exceedingly, ana I have to hear 
them dozens of times an hour; every 
time, indeed, that I am anywhere near 
two young persons of the present day 
in the street or ahy public convey- 
ance, 


These seem to be the words generally 
employed for expressing that a girl is 
well, or has had a pleasant time some- 
where, or admires something or some- 
body. This kind of language does come 
from lack of knowledge of any better 


or more expressive words. There are 
coarse-sounding words, too, like 
“booze,” “bum” and others worse, 
which I think most unattractive on 
the lips of young women. I judge, 
however, that those who use them are 
not the best-bred, and, until all the 
gentle people die off, I need not worry.

HE semifinal rounds in the cham- 
pionship flight of the Town and 
Country club spring invitation 

golf tournament will be played this 
morning between Earl McAleer, Manor, 
and Miller B. Stevinson, Columbia, in 
the upper bracket and A. L. Houghton, 
Manor, and A. F. Williams, Indian 
Spring, in the lower division. 

The first day of match play in the 
tournament was marked by upsets and 
surprises. Reid W. Diggs, of Indian 
Spring, who has had only two years’ 
golfing experience, eliminated Maurice 
J. McCarthy, of Flatbush, N. J., and 
Georgetown urgversity, in the forenoon 
contest, although McCarthy had tied 
for the low medal with a card of 75 
in the qualification round. 

Diggs was 3 down at the turn, but 
with three birdies and a par on the 
first four holes of the inward nine be- 
came 1 up and when the match was 
ended in his favor on the seventeenth 
green he needed only a par 4 for a 33 
for the homeward journey. 


After this unexpected victory he 
was the anticipated winner of the 
tournament, but in the afternoon 
round, Williams, the Indian Spring 
player, caused his downfall. 


Diggs was 2 up with only two holes 
to play, but lost both the seventeenth 
and the eighteenth, and on the nine- 
teenth sliced his long drive into an un- 
playable position at the foot of a tree, 
enabling Williams to win the hole with- 
out a struggle. 

McAleer, who is a former caddy and 
also a former well-known public links 
player, reached the semifinal round by 
successively defeating Maj. E. L. Naiden, 
the Army war champion, and G. H. 
Chasmar, Columbia, while Stevinson 
had comparatively easy victories over 
John F. Brawner, Columbia, and Will- 
iam J. Cox, Beaver Dam. 

Houghton disposed of two well-known 
golfers when he defeated Page Hufty, 
Congressional, in the morning, and 
Harry G. Pitt, his fellow clubmate of 
Manor, in the afternoon. 


The latter match attracted a Jarge 
gallery, for the players were all even 
when they stood on the tee of the 
500-yard fifteenth hole, the sixth 
on the card, and were still all 
Square when the hole was halved 
in birdie 4s. 


Houghton finally won when he scored 
a birdie 3 on the sixteenth hole by 
running down a 15-foot putt, Pitt miss- 
ing a putt of shorter length, and a par 
38 on the seventeenth, Pitt placing his 
tee shot on the side of a trap and miss- 
ing his putt for a 3.

Maroney, of Hilltop, Is 
Fourth to Kennedy 
in 10 Events. 


Lord Burghley Beaten 
by Fordham Star in 
Hurdle Race. 


HILADELPHIA, April 29 (By A. P.). 
The intercollegiate all-around 
athletic laurels that have rested 
for the past two years on the broad 
shoulders of Tony Plansky, of George- 
town, passed today to a new star in 
versatility, Vernon Kennedy, of the 
Central Missouri State Teachers col- 

e..-- 

Plansky, now out of college compe- 
tition, was not there to defend his 
honors, but Kennedy shattered. the 
Georgetown star’s intercollegiate rec- 
ord in defeating nine rivals for the 
decathlon championship, which pro- 
vided an all-day side-show for the 
Pennsylvania relay carnival at Frank- 
lin field. 

The sturdy Missourian finished the 
gruelling ten-event test, lasting over 
eight hours, with a score of 7,236.5575 
points, eclipsing the mark of 7,169.16 
set by Plansky last year. 


Lord Burghley, Cambridge star, 
made a gallant effort to repeat his 
1925 triumph in the 400-meter hur- 
dies. He failed only by a yard to 
close a gap of 5 yards that Gibson, 
of Fordham, gained in the early 
part of the race when the blonde, 
pink-cheeked British nobleman 
stumbled over one of the hurdles 
and lost his stride. 


The British star, who had the crowd 
“pulling” for him in his game closing 
spurt, rushed up to pat Gibson on the 
back after the finish. 

Gibson was pushed most of the way 
by Livingstone-Learmouth, but the lat- 
ter dropped back in the last few yards. 
It was the sécond straight year the 
Fordham ace has won the event. His 
time was 552-5 seconds; one second 
slower than the carnival record. 

“Lord Burghley took his defeat. smil- 
ingly and without offering any excuses, 

“Gibson was too strong and fast for 
me, that’s all,” he said. 


The decathlon was one of the 
keenest battles ever staged here, 
with Kennedy coming from _ be- 
hind to beat out Dick Sturtridge, 
of Depauw university, who led for 
seven events and finished. second, 
less than 100 points behind Ken- 
nedy. 


Virgil Elliott, the ‘versatile parson 
from Bethany college, W. Va., weakened 
after a flying start and finished third, 
with Vincent Moroney, of Georgetown, 
fourth. 

Kennedy carried off three first places 
outright, in the discus, shotput and 
javelin; tied for another, the pole vault, 
with Allen Logan, of Emory university, 
Atlanta, and figured in two of the three 
performances that broke carnival de- 
cathlon records. The Missouri star 
was third in the 110-meter hurdles, 
fourth in the 1,500-meter run, sixth in 
the 400-meter run and high jump, sev- 
enth in the broad jump and tied for 
seventh in the 100-meter dash. 

New records were set by Kennedy in 
the discus, with a mark of 128 feet 8% 
inches; Kennedy and Logan, in the pole 
vault, 11 feet 8 inches, and Sturtridge, 
in the 110-meter hurdles, with a mark 
of 16 seconds flat. Elliott equaled the 
record of 11 2-5 for 100 meters.

HOPES THAT PROGRAM 
RULINGS NEVER COME 


Says Congress May Have to 
Amend Law if the Citi- 
zens Fail. 


The public itself must act as the cen- 
sor of radio programs, H. A. Bellows, of 
the Federal radio commission, declared 
last night. If the public and the 


’ broadcasters can not prevent abuses, he 


said, Congress may have to amend the 
radio law so as to provide government 
régulation of radio programs. 

Commissioner Bellows spoke at the 
annual banquet of the National League 
of Women Voters in the Mayflower ho- 
tel. It was the first time a member of 
the commission had made a public ad- 
dress. 

In discussing the possibility of gov- 
ernment censorship of radio programs, 
Commissioner Bellows said such a step 
would be “manifestly deplorable,” and 
he voiced the hope that it would never 
come. 

Radio will play a tremendous part in 
the next presidential campaign, Merlin 
Hall Aylesworth, president of the 
National Broadcasting Co., told the 
women. Just as red fire and banners 
gave way to the “front porch” cam- 
paign, he said, so will the front porch 
give way to the microphone in 1928. 


Radio Mighty Force, He Says. 


Other speakers were David Lawrence, 
J. A. Darling, political cartoonist; Ralph 
Turner, assistant general news Manager 
of the United Press association, and 
Bruce Bliven, member of the editorial 
board of the New Republic. 

Commissioner Bellows described radio 
communication as “one of the great 
forward steps in the most thrilling of 
all human enterprises, the stimulation 
of human thought.” Nobody, he de- 
clared, would dare say that an agency 
which can carry the spoken word into 
a@ million homes is of value only as a 
means of providing inexpensive enter- 
tainment. 

“You know, many of you from actual 
experience,” he said, “that radio is al- 
ready a mighty force in our national 
education.” 

Congress grasped the significance of 
radio as a vital force in American life, 
he said, when it created the Federal 
radio commission. The radio act, he 
said, did not give the commission au- 
thority to censor radio programs; it 
simply stated that the commission 
should see that broadcasting was car- 
ried on according to the commission’s 
conception of “public interest, 
venience or necessity.” 


Listeners Should Be Judges. 


“It is for you, the listeners, not for 
us, to censor the broadcaster’s pro- 
grams,” said Commissioner Bellows. “It 
is for you to tell him when he is ren- 
dering, or failing to render, real serv- 


. Ic@ to the public, and you may be sure 


that he will listen to your voices. 


“Above all, it is for you, not for us 


of the commission, to safeguard the so- 
called ‘freedom of the air.’ Here is a 
problem which, because you are pri- 


marily interested in radio as a means 
of political education, touches you very 


closely. You would be quick to see 


the danger if there could be only a 


fixed and rather small number of news- 
Dapers and magazines in the United 


States; you would rightly fear that the 


newcomer, the nonconformist, the rep- 


resentative of the minority, would have 


small chance to present his ideas to the 
public. 

“The radio law tells us that we shall 
not fix any condition ‘which shall in- 


terfere with the right of free speech by 


means of radio communication,’ and 


yet if radio communication of any kind 
is to be possible at all, we must sharply 


limit the number of broadcasting sta- 
tions.”

CHOSEN SECRETARY 
OF COMMONWEALTH 


Byrd Names M. H. Hutchinson 
to Succeed Col. James. 
Williams Made Judge. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Winchester, Va., April 29.—Gov. Harry 
FP. Byrd announced tonight the appoint- 
ment of Malcolm A. Hutchinson, of 
Giles county, as secretary of the Com- 
monwealth to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Col. B. O. James. Mr. 
Hutchinson has acted for years as chief 
clerk and is thoroughly conversant with 
the duties of the office. The position 


previously held by Mr. Hutchinson will 
be abolished, the governor said, saving 
$3,000 yearly for the State. By a con-

Keele 
told detectives, however, that he had 
refunded the amount lost betting oh 
the horses to his friends.

Heretofore the boosters in the Califore 
nia metropolis have insisted that the 
catastrophe of 1906 was not an earthe 
quake, but a “fire.” And woe to the 
man who called it anything else. 

The change of front.on the part of 
the San Franciscans was reported yese 
terday at a meeting of nationally 
known seismologists in the Nationag 
Academy and Research Council builde- 
ing. 

The seismologists, whose task it 
to study earthquakes, say the §& 
Franciscans have come to the concl 
Sion that it will be to their own 
vantage to admit that what they ca 
& fire was really an earthquake. B 
admitting it, say the experts, they cat 
come out openly and put up quake 


|proof houses and take other precau 
tions. 


Much Progress ‘Noted. 


It also is to the advantage of th 
seismologists; for how can a seismoleé 
gist make a study of the San Frag 
cisco earthquake if San Francisco i 
Sists that there was no earthquake? 

Great progress.in seismology was re= 
ported at yesterday’s meeting. Th 
progress, the speakers said, was notabl 
both in the study of causes of earth 
quakes and in the perfection of se 
mographs. 

Among those who spoke were A, 
Day, of the Carnegie institution, of thi 
city; the Rev James B. Macelwar 
S. J., of the Jesuit Seismological ass¢ 
clation; N. H. Heck, of the Unite 
States Coast anc Geodetic survey; Erne 
est A. Hodgson, of the dominion obBe 
servatory, Ottawa, Canada; Perry By- 
erly, University of California, and Paul 
Kirkpatrick, University of Hawall.

Mountains Affect Climate. 


J. T. Pardee, of the geological su 
said changes in the height of the Rock! 
mountains have had a strong influence 
on the climate to the east of the mounts 
tains. At present, he said, the moun- 
tains intercept moisture from the Pa= 
cific that otherwise would reach th 
Great Plains. The present height ¢ 
the mountains, he said, is due most 
to crustal movements that have oc 
curred since the Miocene age and partly 
at least, to local differential uplifts anc 
uplifts of the regional extent duriz 
the Pleistocene age. 

G. W. Littlehales, of the hydre 
graphic office of the United Sta 
navy, told of the great influence thi 
the seas have on the climate on shor 
L. H. Adams, of the Carnegie instit 
tion, discussed polar ice caps, and L, 
Aldrich, of the astrophysical obse 
tory of the Smithsonian instituti¢ 
described the composition of the 
mosphere. 

Parker D. Trask, of the Ameri¢ 
Petroleum institute, told the oceanc 
raphy section of experiments be 
made with a view to obtaining oil fre 
the bottom of the sea. All types 
sediment thus far examined have — 
found to produce oil, he said, but & 
yield has been very low, the highesg 
being 2.7 gallons per ton of sediment,
